usually applied to such excursion on 
Saturday leat, “did” ;Osnton, They did 
*, fas quietly as was ‘possible for » party of 
their rank, indeed more quietly than.would 
have been possiblé in probably any city 
‘outelde of the Chinese Empire. Ones in 
Canton thoy wore coniplotoly awallowed up 
inthe groat olty'a narrow streets, There 
were no gaping crowds of speotatora to 
watch thelr every movement, and no curious 
idlors to follow their footateps.. To ba 
sure the Royal progress attractod connider- 


able attention but it waa largely beciuse of | 


the inconvenience it caused in the atreata, 

. A otal of Chinese “runners compelled 
pedestrians ta stend back for the chairs 
of the party,’ but as soon aa thoy had 
passed or a temporary block in the 

“trafic, caused by two chaira having to | 
pass whoro there waa scarcely room for 
one, righted, everyone went about’ his 
or her business without stopping to ask: 

~ questions about the people who bad csused 
. the inconvenience. "In spite of it all, hows 
ever, the progress waa often a nulsy one, 
Tha Royal clinir coolies, realising their 
importance for the moment, shouted with 
Jungs of Ioather, tho, man with » bamboo 
carrying pole on his ahouldor smited st the 

. forelpnor and shouted in his tarn in com- 
petition with the chair coolies, and the shop 
people looked on at the play and onjoyed 
tho sport that the gods bad brought to thoir 
doors, But it was when the Royal party 
had to pass other partios in chairs that the 
fon reilly commencéd, “Thon the chair 
coolies wore in earnest, Shouting did not: 
have tho desired offect. Tho ohaira simply 
could not pass, and someone had to bo 
aldotracked half way into a shop, or rotrest 
toa slightly wider part of tho stract, Tho 
ehair.coolioa booamo furious and (luckily the 
Royal party did not understand Chineso) 

“tho languago became both painful snd 
freo—excoodingly froe. But the runners 
and guards carried the day and on 
the whole'the party got through the city 
without gotting mors than a fair idea of- 
how crowded Canton’s streets usually are. 

HOW THE NEWS SPREAD, 

Nor was it ignorance of tho cecasion that 
prevented the Chineso congregating in 
crowda, They knew from theit papers that 
the brother of England's King was to’ go 
through the city on Saturday; '' Belong all 
eamo Viceroy,” remarked a fit and smiling

THe GUILD Hatta, 

"the Swatow Guild Hall was the nozt atop 
and from it the party passcd on to the 
halls used 8 mecting places by the various 
others amongst Canton’a powerful corpor- 
ations. These halls ore. most intoresting 
and are not always acon: by tho ordinary 
visitor, They occupy s fine epkclous 
building and aro wall fornished and, what 
is more unusual, are kept very clean, In 
the Swatow Guild hall the floors of some of 
the apartments wore carpeted with good 
Europosn carpets but the hall ocoupfod by 
the Jade Guild was even moro olsborate.’ 
In the promises i¢ included what may por 
haps be dosoribod as a rockery which is 
arranged with the utmost taste and makes 
sn expresa!y ploasant place for a walk, 
Tho rocks, which are made into miniatdro 
bridges, houses, figure, &c,, tower above 
tho visitor, and tho custodian of the place, 
a man of sevonty yours-—who, aa tho Duke 
remarked, might well bave been’ 170 from,
